The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
BINGHAM  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL- 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  the  absence  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  I beg  to  submit  the 
Annual  Report  for  1965,  which  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Minister  of  Health- 

On  peinising  the  figures  I would  like  to  point  out  that  in  the  past 
year  the  Birth  rate  has  fallen  from  21^36  to  20-35  and  that  the  Death  Rate 
has  also  fallen  from  9-11  to  7-81,  whilst  the  Infantile  mortality  rate 
has  risen  from  10-27  to  12-05- 

48  cottages  were  the  subject  of  formal  Housing  Act  procedure-  The 
programme  of  the  clearance  of  750  houses  submitted  to  the  Minister  in  1957 
is  nearing  completion-  More  and  more  people  are  realising  the  futility  of 
renovating  the  very  old  and  worn  out  property  - the  exceptions  being  a 
cottage  or  cottages  on  a well  appointed  and  valuable  site .. 

Piggeries  and  their  attendant  smells  gave  rise  to  a number  of  complaints 
during  the  year  - the  complaints  often  appear  to  be  exaggerated  and  not 
sufficient  of  a nuisance  to  warrant  legal  action  in  a truly  rural  area- 
SmellS;  like  noise,  are  coming  more  and  more  to  the  forefront  now  people 
are  leaving  urban  areas  to  live  in  the  country-  - "noise”  is  generally  taken 
to  cover  sounds,  more  especially  if  the  noise  is  being  created  by  someone 
else-. 

A weekly  refuse  collection  throughout  the  District  is  gradually  being 
achieved  in  spite  of  the  loss  of  an  average  of  2-6  men  per  week  due  to 
sickness  and  holidays-  The  problem  of  street  cleansing  and  the  removal  of 
litter  is  ever  with  us-  It  is  a sad  reflection  on  the  nation  that  so  much 
litter  is  strewn  around  the  countryside  and  has  to  be  removed r Surely  a 
telephone  call  or  letter  to  the  appropriate  department  would  save  time, 
trouble  and  the  despoliation  of  our  natural  heritage - 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support,  to  all  officials  of 
the  Council  and  especially  to  members  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  ready 
help  and  co-operation  at  all  times-.

During  1965  720  live  births  occurred  in  the  District.  373  being  male  and 
347  female.  The  adjusted  live  birth  rate  was  thus  20 <>35  per  1,000  population 
compared  with  18.0  for  England  and  Wales  in  the  same  period*  For  comparison, 
the  1964  figures  were  21-36  for  the  Bingham  Rural  District  and  19,1  for  England 
and  Wales,  the  decrease  in  1965  being  due  to  an  increase  of  population  during 
the  year.

During  1965  there  were  309  deaths  in  the  District,  157  male  and  152  female 
The  adjusted  death  rate  was  7,81  per  1,000  population,  compared  vdth  11  .5  for 
England  and  Wales,  For  comparison,  the  1964  figures  were  9,11  per  1,000 
population  for  the  Bingham  Rural  District  and  13-4  for  England  and  Wales,  The 
decrease  is  again  due  to  the  increase  in  population- 


Infantile 


During  the  year  9 deaths  of  infants  occrrred,  8 of  which  were  neo-natal, 
i,e,  death  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  None  of  these  deaths,  in  my 
opinion,  were  likely  to  have  been  prevented.
